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Dairy judging contest 
to bring 100 entrants

More than 100 dairy judges 
are scheduled to visit Fort Hays 
State Sept. 19. 

The expected 150 contestants 
arc members of Future Farmers 
of America teams from 25 high 
schools who are competing in a 
dairy judging contest, 
sponsored annually by the 
FHSU department of agri¬ 
culture. 

Each school can bring two 
four-man teams, an A-team and 
a B-team, plus any number of 
individuals,’ Rick Mullen, 
instructor of agriculture, said. 

FFA chapters in the 
northwest Kansas district arc 
eligible for the contest. 

Judges compete in six classes, 
with four animals in each class. 
They must rank each animal 
with a placing, first through 
fourth. 

'Most are dairy cow classes, 
although there are one or two 
classes of dairy heifers,’ Mullen 
sa '.^: * Thc y are judged on their 
ability to function in a dairy 


herd, including confirmation 
and the ability to produce 
milk.’ 

Confirmation is the general 
appearance of the cow, he said. 

judges are allowed 15 minutes 
per class and must then give oral 
reasons for their placings. Each 
contestant has two minutes for 
oral reasons. 

“The official placings in the 
classes are done by an outside 
judge, along with the FHSU 
judging team,’ Mullen said. 

Contestants give their oral 
reasons to members of the 
FHSU judging team. 

Many of the teams that 
compete at the FHSU judging 
contest go on to compete in the 
Kansas State Fair competition. 

“This is basically a 
preparation for State Fair,’ 
Mullen said. 

FHSU has sponsored the 
contest for the past three years. 
Members of the Block and 
Bridle club help run the contest. 

“Block and Bridle helps do 
most of the work,’ Mullen 
said. “It's a pretty big contest. 
It involves about 35 of our 
students.’

Sandstrom, Jecha elected 


Erik Sandstrom will return as 
student body president next 
year, after receiving 61 percent 
of the votes in Student Gov¬ 
ernment Association elections. 

The opposing presidential and 
vice-presidential candidates, 
Jesse Jacobs, Levant junior, and 
Wayne Brantley, Hays fresh¬ 
man, received 39 percent. 

Seventeen percent of the stu¬ 
dent body turned out to vote, a 
remarkable number considering 
the small amount of campaign¬ 
ing, Jeff Hofaker, student body 
vice president, said. 

Ninety-three percent of the 
voters approved the referendum 
granting Student Senate the 
power to override a presidential 
veto. 

Experience contributed to the 
victory of Sandstrom and his 
running mate, Scott Jecha, 
Sandstrom said, despite some 
comments he had made to the 
University Leader earlier this 
week. 

“I think if someone had read 
the whole article, they might 
have pulled out what I was 
trying to say, but the high¬ 
lighted part didn’t exactly pin¬ 
point what I wanted to say,’ he 
said. 

Sandstrom was quoted as 
saying he and Jecha were not 
campaigning because they did 
not believe their opponents had 
the experience to be taken seri¬ 
ously. 

Sandstrom said he and Jecha 
will now begin plans for next 
year, beginning with selection 
of the executive staff. He said he 
would begin taking applications 
soon for those positions. 

They were already making 
plans for next year, Sandstrom 
said, and had outlined several 
goals. 

‘Ever since Scott and I de¬ 
cided to run, I’ve had my sights 
set on 'I’ll do this different; I’ll 
do that different,’ and now it’s 
time to put those plans into 


action,’ he said. 

Sandstrom said he and Jecha 
would work through the sum¬ 
mer to reorganize the SGA of¬ 
fice. 

Sandstrom said he would also 
work with the SGA staff to set 
goals and get a better under¬ 
standing of each others’ duties.

Thoughts From the Chairman 

FHSU Agriculture Graduate 
Jobs and Job Prospects 

Several years back, the economic situation in agricul¬ 
ture began to decline. Land values declined such that 
grass and farm prices halved in only a few years. Cash 
flows on many farms and ranches approached negative in 
too many instances. In the last few years, the agriculture 
may be rebounding relative to land values and commodi¬ 
ty prices. Yes, the drought and temperatures have been a 
recent set back, but in the long haul, there is reason for 
optimism. During the recent times of economic declines 
in agriculture, many prospective agriculture majors have 
opted to pursue other college education programs after 
parents, teachers and others have advised many high 
school graduates that a good future does not exist in agri¬ 
culture. I tend to disagree with this perception of “no 
future in agriculture.” I quite honestly believe that, bas¬ 
ed on the large number of jobs for well-educated agricul¬ 
ture graduates, there is a quite attractive future in 
agriculture. There are, on a national level, 10 percent 
more jobs than graduates in agriculture every year for the 
past eight years. Furthermore, the situation is even of a 
greater disparity when graduates of Fort Hays Agricul¬ 
ture Department are concerned. As an example, we had 
51 graduates of our department in the 1988-89 academic 
year. We had more than 70 job opportunities for our 
graduates. I have had many more calls and letters these 
past few years for well-educated graduates than has been 
the case in recent years. 

Several notable examples come to mind. Quite recent¬ 
ly, the KSU Cooperative Extension Service inquired how 
more FHSU Agriculture graduates might be enticed into 
county agriculture or 4-H agent positions. There are 
many such positions in Kansas. Further, nationwide 
there are also many county extension agriculture agent 
positions available. Iowa, Minnesota, Florida and 
Oklahoma (along with Kansas) are a few states with 
many vacant extension agent positions. We also have 
companies actively pursuing FHSU Agriculture gradu¬ 
ates for jobs primarily in Western Kansas. Bartlett and 
Company, Servi-Tech, IBP, Agri-Tech and Farm Credit 
Services are a few of these companies. It is also very im¬ 
portant to realize that starting salaries within most com¬ 
panies or organizations do not differ simply because of 
the student’s alma mater. 


Livestock Judging Team 

The Fort Hays State University Livestock Judging Team 
is preparing for Fall 1989 journeys. The team of Carla 
Davis, Ekalaka, Montana; Rosemary Forbes, Kaycee, 
Wyoming; Tom Herzog, Miles City, Montana; Marty 
Sneath, Kanopolis; Tim Zenger, Haddam; alternates Rich 
Gleason, Spearville; and Kathleen Leiker, Munjor, 
coached by Kevin Huser, is returning after a very effective 
Spring 1989 tour. 

Last Spring (1989) the Tigers started judging at 
Phoenix, placing first in Horses, second in Reasons, third 
in Beef and Sheep, fifth in Swine, leading to a second place 
Overall finish. Sneath (first in Reasons, second in Beef and 
fifth Overall) and Davis (third in Sheep and 6th Overall) 
led the team to within six points of first place California 
Poly at San Luis Obispo. Forbes placed second in Horses 
and seventh in Reasons while Zenger was third in Swine. 

Two weeks later, in Denver, Marty Sneath finished 
seventh in Sheep while the team placed fourteenth 
Overall. However, on February 3rd in Fort Worth, Texas, 
the Tigers showed another strong performance. Led by 
Forbes (fifth in Horses) and Davis (sixth in Horses), the 
team wound up fifth Overall. They also finished third in 
Horses, fifth in Swine and Reasons, ending up ahead of 
Oklahoma State University (sixth) and Kansas State 
University (tenth). 

One month later the team tried Texas again, this time at 
Houston. FHSU was third in Horses, fifth in Reasons, and 
ninth Overall, ahead of tenth place KSU. Forbes finished 
second high in Placings and in a three-way tie for high in¬ 
dividual in Horses. 

Dr. Mike Gould ventured out with the team in mid- 
April to Mattoon, Illinois, for the NACTA contest. He 
returned the team with a second place finish Overall. They 
also won Reasons, placed second in Sheep and Beef, and 
fifth in Swine. This was truly a team effort as all five 
Tigers finished in the top 18. Davis was second in Reasons, 
third in Beef and seventh Overall. Forbes was third in 
Sheep and fourth in Reasons. Herzog was fifth in Beef. 
Sneath won Cattle and finished second Overall in the con¬ 
test. 

The team members returned to school in August to 
finish their last semester of judging. A few new faces 
joined the team for • workouts.

The title 
was determined the last rodeo and she went into the Short 
Go with very little strength but a lot of fortitude; however, 
she was unable to garner her average points, 64, and her 
320 points earned her the Reserve Champion title, while 
385 points won the Breakaway title. To say the least, she 
has a deep-seated conviction and the talent to not allow a 
repeat this season. 

The 1989-90 team will be comprised of members from

Minckley, Colony, Barrels, Breakaway; Michelle Radacy, 
Hays, Breakaway, Barrels, Goats; Dallas Rich, 
Greensburg, Bulls; Ty Rinaldo, Grand Junction, Colo., 
Bulls; John Traul, Oskaloosa, Bulls, Steer Wrestling; Kristi 
White, Ashby, Neb., Breakaway, Goats.

DTA kicked things off last fall with a welcome back pic¬ 
nic for returning members at Dr. Spaulding’s residence. 
The weather cooperated and the burgers and hot dogs 
were cooked to perfection. The meal was followed by ex¬ 
citing games of volleyball and a good time was had by all. 

Each year DTA invites guest speakers to address rele¬ 
vant topics in agriculture promoting the profession of 
agriculture. Last year the society had several speakers, in¬ 
cluding: Ken Folsom, Daco Commodities; John Hecht, 
Servi-Tech; Bob Brockelman, Farm Credit Services; Jim 
Sechrist, a FHSU student who completed a summer in¬ 
ternship with Farmland Industries; and others. 

In February, DTA held its annual “Chili Fest” as it in¬ 
itiated nine new members. Ice creamed was served to help 
put out the fire, followed by the initiation ceremonies. 

The club closed out the year by holding a spring cookout 
at Frontier Park. Once again the activity was a real suc¬ 
cess. 

Officers for the 1988-89 school year were: Mark Boese, 
Hutchinson, president; Loren Graff, Marinthal, vice- 
president; Doug Simon, Hays, secretary; Russel Dick, 
Buhler, treasurer; Todd Nedrow, Kirwin, activities chair¬ 
man. 

Several members graduated, but those returning are 
looking forward to a productive year in 1989-90. 

New officers were elected as follows: Loren Graff, presi¬ 
dent; Todd Nedrow, vice-president; Brian Ewing, Kirwin, 
secretary; Raymond Splitter, Sylvan Grove, treasurer; and 
Duane Strine, Effingham, activities chairman. 


University Farm 

The University Farm has both survived and prospered 
in the past year of extremes. 

In the area of crop production, limited water and 
temperature extremes (late freeze and early heat and 
winds) resulted in wheat and milo yields about half of 
average in 1988. Timely (though limited) rains this spring 
has resulted in rather limited native grass growth. Conse¬ 
quently, we were forced to cull the beef cow herd rather 
severely, though we did not have to liquidate as many as 
our neighbors did. Cow-calf pairs set sale records in our 
area during the late spring. We were fortunate that sale 
prices held rather high, so all was not lost. However, our 
areas mamma-cow numbers will be several years in a 
rebuilding process. Further, many area pastures were 
overgrazed and will take several years of tender loving 
care and intelligent management to return to good condi¬ 
tion. Since we received almost no moisture going into the 
spring of '88, we had almost no native grass production 
and no feed production. Consequently, we were forced to 
purchase all of our feed needs for the beef herd. 

However, all was not gloom and doom relative to the 
beef program. In fact, the beef program, managed by 
Gary Rolland, may well have come of age in 1988 and ear¬ 
ly 1989. The present breeding and management program 
was initiated about ten years ago. In 1988 and 1989, the 
demand for our bulls for both commercial and purebred 
producers was the highest ever. One of our partnership 
bulls (Pringle Simmental Ranch of Tribune) sold for 
$21,000 and a heifer, again partnered by Pringle Ranch, 


sold for $1,800 at the Beef Expo. Further, a FHSU bull 
was the high selling animal at the Kansas State Simmental 
Association Sale (Russell) at $3,500. The year before, we 
had the second high selling bull at the Simmental Sale. 
The FHSU Red Angus bulls have been in great demand 
also. We have twice as many calls for bulls as we have 
animals to meet the requests. In fact, requests for our 
X-Bred bulls have been increasing with the beginning of 
acceptance of use of X-Bred males. As is evident, the 
FHSU beef program has had its most successful year ever 
even though the weather was a disaster. 

The Dairy has had the most successful year in the last 
10. In fact, our dairy ranks thirteenth in the state of all 
DHIA dairies. The rolling herd average is 22,325 pounds 
of milk, 810 pounds of butterfat at 3.4 percent per cow. 
The dairy has installed much state-of-the-art equipment 
recently. Mike Ouellette (and his entire crew) is well on 
the way to making effective use of computerization. The 
dairy unit will “open the trail” for the other farm units in 
the computerization effort. 

The swine and sheep units held their second production 
sale in the spring of '88 and the third in the spring of '89. 
In these two production sales, over 100 head of our pigs 
and 75 head of lambs were sold as prospect show animals. 
Relative to these pigs and lambs sold, one State Fair 
Champion resulted, one State Fair Reserve Champion 
resulted, and numerous County (well over 15) Fair Cham¬ 
pions and Class Winners have resulted. Kevin Huser, our 
newest unit manager as well as our livestock judging team 
coach, begins the process of producing next year’s pigs and 
lambs for the sale. We will hold the sale in late April 1990. 
Kevin will begin the sale promotion process in a few days. 


Agribusiness 

As with most Agriculture and Agribusiness programs in 
universities around the United States, our Agribusiness 
enrollment has declined somewhat over the past several 
years. We are happy to note that this trend seems to have 
leveled off and possibly reversed itself with some increases 
in the number of incoming freshmen and transfer students 
this fall over the previous fall’s enrollment. 

One very important factor that is helping us is that job 
opportunities for our graduates have improved substan¬ 
tially over the past couple of years. This has been caused in 
part by improvements in the economic climate in 
agriculture and also to an increasing awareness by poten¬ 
tial employers of the generally high quality of our 
graduates. We are very pleased with reports we are getting 
back about the performance of our recent graduates. Also, 
we sense that we are receiving a great deal of support from 
our alums in spreading the word about our program. For 
this we are very grateful. All in all, these factors have 
helped us a great deal. 

In order to continue to strengthen our Agribusiness pro¬ 
gram at Fort Hays State University, we are currently in 
the process of evaluating our program and working 
towards a few changes we feel will make our program 
even stronger. The major thrust of these changes will be to 
provide students with more flexibility in developing their 
individual programs and to provide some additional em¬ 
phasis in the area of agricultural marketing for all 


students. Also, we have received some interest expressed 
for the development of a Agribusiness/Industrial Safety 
option in our program. If any of you have any opinions 
about any of these or other possible adjustments to our 
program, we would welcome your comments. 

In summay, we are very optimistic about the 
Agribusiness program, as we are the other programs of¬ 
fered in the Department and feel confident that our pro¬ 
gram is in line with those offered by other universities 
around the country. We are anxious to continually im¬ 
prove the program and, as always, will appreciate any 
suggestions from our alums. 


Summer Internships 

This past summer, 16 agricultural students participated 
in internships, both on- and off-campus. Internships offer 
the students an opportunity to gain practical work ex¬ 
perience and college credit at the same time. In some 
cases, a successful internship has led to employment op¬ 
portunities after graduation. 

Many of the students worked in crops- and soils-related 
jobs, such as crop scouting. In recent years, crop scouting 
has become an important management tool for growers. 
Scouts report on current field conditions regarding insects, 
weeds and diseases. They then make recommendations 
about pest control, as well as irrigation scheduling. 

Several students were involved with field research in 
both the public and private sector. They learned firsthand 


the effort required to bring a new variety or herbicide to 
the marketplace. 

A farmer's cooperative provided one student the chance 
to integrate both crops and soils knowledge on a daily 
basis, whereas, the Soil Conservation Service taught skills 
in soil classification and mapping. 

Students also worked at the University Farm in the 
crops, beef and dairy units. Responsibilities included 
fieldwork, milking, animal care and record keeping. 


Sorghum Research 

Drs. Robert Stephenson and Jean Gleichsner were suc¬ 
cessful in obtaining funding from FHSU to conduct 
research in sorghum. Currently underway at the Universi¬ 
ty Farm is a two-year study comparing sorghum produc¬ 
tion under conventional, minimum, and no-till systems. 
Weed control also is being evaluated. Preliminary observa¬ 
tions favor sorghum production under minimum tillage.
